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Wall of Duty

A cut-through alley on near 
Union Square serves as a public art trib- 
ute called the San Francisco Veterans 
Mural Project, better known as Veterans 
Alley. Currently a collection of nearly 20 
murals on a block of Shannon Street be- 
tween O'Farrell and Geary streets, the al- 
ley symbolizes the tension between 
vacationing elites at posh downtown ho- 
tels and the unhoused people of the Ten- 
derloin. 

That tension has become more than 
symbolic during the last year. Painters 
in the alley, many of whom are home- 
less or SRO residents, contend that 
recent harassment and attacks have 
made the alley unsafe. Meanwhile, a 
couple owners of buildings on whose 
walls the murals are painted have 
suspended any further projects unless 
they have input on the design and mes- 
saging. 

San Francisco Veterans Mural Proj- 
ect founder Amos Gregory bristles at 
giving building owners control of the 
murals’ messages, calling it inappro- 
priate censorship. The murals have

“We started this project in 2012,” 
Gregory tells SF Weekly. “We've always 
had the freedom to tell our stories on 
the walls of the buildings in Veteran’s 
Alley. That’s the reason we created this 
project, because we've always been cen- 
sored. We've always had our stories told 
by others that were not us.” 

But Gregory’s more urgent issue 
is what he calls “the brutalization of 
people in our community,’ a recent pat- 
tern of complaints from painters and 
those involved with the projects who 
say they’ve had bottles and other items 
thrown at them from the upper floors 
of residential buildings on the alley. 
“They're targeting the homeless vets 
that are in the alley,’ Gregory says. 

One 63-year-old Vietnam War Ma- 
rine Corps veteran, Jerome Davis, says 
he was tased with a stun gun in the 
alley earlier this month. Army veteran 
Pete Skelley alleges he was punched bya 
resident of an adjacent building in early 
December. Gregory is frustrated with 
the police response to these incidents 
and says officers have been unwilling to 
take reports. 

SF Weekly is not able to verify that 
these attacks took place. But we can 
confirm that while interviewing one

of the homeless painters for this story, 
an egg thrown was thrown at the in- 
terviewee from the window of a Geary 
Street apartment. People with involved 
with the mural project say objects are 
routinely thrown at them from the al- 
ley’s adjacent apartment buildings. 

“Te seen [one person] hit a pedes- 
trian almost, by inches, with a Gerber 
food bottle full of water coming from 
the second or third floor.” Davis says. 
“That will hurt somebody.” 

Gregory has even obtained a re- 
straining order against one of the 
neighbors, Jason Fitzpatrick, in the 
midst of the alleged attacks. Fitzpatrick 
declined to comment for this article 
because of the legal proceedings. 

Still, frustrated neighbors argue 
that the percentage of homeless indi- 
viduals involved with the project exac-

erbates the quality-of-life problems for 
the alley. Some have have even alleged 
these people aren’t even veterans, and 
that they’re pretending to be so as a 
street hustle. 

SF Weekly has confirmed that Amos 
Gregory has a Department of Defense 
Uniformed Services ID card of the type 
that’s issued to military retirees, and 
Department of Veterans Affairs docu- 
mentation detailing six years of active 
duty. 

Many building owners on Shannon 
Street are’t concerned whether some 


painters really are veterans. They’re 


more concerned with the political 
messaging of the murals, over which 


they’ve received complaints in the past. 


“Veterans Alley is OK. Current pol- 
itics is not OK,” says Rakesh “Rocky” 
Patel, owner of the Gateway Inn on 





O’Farrell Street whose western wall is 
part of the alley. Patel’s wall currently 
has a few of the murals, but he’s not al- 
lowing any more without prior approval 
of the murals’ designs. 

One particular painting escalated 
these tensions, a simple mural depicting 
a stick-figure policeman shooting and 
unarmed brown figure in the heart. That 
mural called “The Truth of the Matter” 
has since been painted over, and two 
building owners on the alley have sus- 
pended allowing murals on their walls. 

While Gregory did agree to paint 
over it “The Truth of the Matter,” he 
hopes to re-create the painting else- 
where in the city — if he can find wall 
space to host it. 

“No one likes censorship, and we 
must combat it at every corner,’ Greg- 
ory says.

Gregory’s murals remain on that 
wall. 

“We will only provide care taking 
services, tag removal, and cleanup of 
the present murals which have resided 
on that buildings wall for over five 
years, he says. “We will not subject any 
veteran artist to censorship — thus, no 
new murals upon the Gateway Inn.” 

The alleged assaults on the alley’s 
painters may or may not be tied to the 
political messaging of the murals. But 
owners do note that even the most con- 
troversial paintings have benefited the 
ally in some ways. 

“Without the murals, I'd be tagged 
more,’ Patel admits.

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Mo’ Money, Mo’ Problems 


Tenant buyouts dropped in 2017, but several tenants secured six-figure deals.

For residents of the approxi- 
mately 172,000 units of the city’s 
rent-controlled apartments, there are 


few things more terrifying than receiving 


notice that your building has sold. And 
for a new landlord, there are few situa- 
tions more delicate and potentially ex- 
pensive than trying to empty out a 
rent-controlled unit. But ina city witha 


very low vacancy rate, it’s an inevitability 


— and over the years, building owners 
buying out tenants have become more 
and more normal. 

Until 2015, these agreements were 
often done under the table or behind 
closed doors, but in October of that 
year the Board of Supervisors passed 
an ordinance that required landlords 
to follow a few rules that guarantee 
the tenant a little oversight into the 
process. (Notably, it passed 7-4, with 
Supes. London Breed, Mark Farrell, 
Katy Tang, and Scott Wiener in op- 
position.) Currently, before a buyout, 
landlords must provide tenants with 
a three-page disclosure form from the 
San Francisco Rent Board, stating, 
among other things, that the tenant 
is not required to enter into an agree- 
ment and has the right to secure a 
lawyer. And when a buyout amount 
has been agreed upon, the Rent Board 
must receive a copy. 

The numbers are then released to 


the public, offering some transparency 


for tenants as to the going rate. 

This year, there have been 254 
buyouts in San Francisco, down from 
319 in 2016. Although the majority 
are in the $20,000 to $50,000 range, 
a handful reached six figures: Four 
people who lived on the 1500 block of 
Fulton Street north of the Panhandle 


received a total of $167,000 in August.

tenant got $185,000. The same month, 
the record-setter for the year went to 

a tenant on the 100 block of 21st Ave- 
nue, who secured $250,000. 

If this all sounds like the tenants 
are winning the lottery — well, some 
are. But this isn’t just a numbers game; 
at the end of the day, these are peo- 
ple’s homes that they are leaving. And 
not everyone gets a big payday: One 
tenant received only $1,000. For many 
tenants in San Francisco the loss of 
a rent-controlled unit forces them to 
move outside the city, or even to leave 
California altogether. It can be a life-al- 
tering event, and receiving financial 
padding for the next step can make the 
difference between finding a new place 
or living on the street.

She’s also mentioned estab- 
lishing an Office of Tenant Assistance 
within the Mayor’s Office of Housing 
and Community Development, to field 
tenant issues. And a measure will be 
on the June ballot that would offer any 
tenant — regardless of income or type 
of eviction — the right to counsel. 

Whether or not these measures will 
lower buyout rates or not remains to 
be seen. If successful, the above efforts 
will help tenants become better aware

of their rights, by providing them 
with the tools to fight an eviction and 
therefore more impetus to turn down 
a buyout. Alternately, buyouts might 
still happen at the same frequency — 
but if there’s a right to counsel, you'd 
better believe the settlement amounts 
will go up. 

Out of the nearly 1,800 evictions 
that took place citywide last year, 90 
percent of them occurred without 
anylegal representation for the tenant 
— proving that despite an occasional 
hefty payout, it’s still landlords that 
rule this city.

San Francisco further memo- 
rialized Robin Williams last Thurs- 
day with the renaming of Golden 
Gate Park’s Sharon Meadow. 

The Recreation and Parks Com- 
mission unanimously approved 
the name change Thursday morn- 
ing, the San Francisco Examiner 
reports. The meadow is located 
near the southwest corner of the 
park, on Bowling Green Drive by 
Kezar Stadium. 

The proposal came in September 
from Debi Durst, who organizes 
the park’s free annual Comedy Day. 
Williams supported the event — 
which takes place in the meadow 
— at which he regularly appeared. 

“Robin was one of San Francis- 
co’s cherished sons, whose selfless 
acts of philanthropy benefitted 
communities across our city,’ the 
late Mayor Ed Lee said in a state- 
ment earlier this year. “Through 
his comedy, Robin Williams 
brought so much light into this 
world, which is why it is fitting 
that we are naming a beautiful 
outdoor meadow in his honor.” 

The late comedian died in his 
Tiburon home in August 2014. 
The California Legislature also 
renamed the Waldo Tunnel just 
north of the Golden Gate Bridge 
on Highway 101 after Williams.

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NEWS \ THE ERA OF ADULT-USE BEGINS 


Berkeley 
Patients Group 
Set for Jan. 1 


The East Bay dispensary is 
ready to celebrate the dawn of 
anew era in California.

On Jan. 1, 2018, you will no 


longer need a doctor's note to buy the 
good stuff. 

2017 was a year dominated by 
debates within the state’s cannabis 
industry on every aspect of how regu- 
lations for selling adult-use cannabis 


on the state and local level should look. 


Now, just days remain before Prop. 64 
takes full effect and permits the sale of 
recreational marijuana in California. 

Two weeks ago, Berkeley Patients 
Group became the fifth dispensary in 
the state — and the first in the Bay 
Area — to officially receive its retail 
license. COO Sean Luse is glad the wait 
is finally over. 

“This has been a long time coming,” 
he says. “We opened Berkeley Patients 
Group in 1999, so we were there as 
pioneers at the beginning of medical

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marijuana in California, and we’re 
going to do it again and be some of the 
first to open the doors to full, adult- 
use sales.” 

Recounting the path the company 
has traversed to get to this point, Luse 
notes they’ve endured more than a few 
“bumps in the road.” Looking over the 
timeline, it might be more accurate to 
call the issues that have plagued dis- 
pensaries like Berkeley Patients Group 
a 10-car pile-up, from battles with the 
Bush administration to the unexpected 
state crackdown in 2011 that left Luse 
without a storefront. 

“We had to rebuild from nothing,” 
he recalls. 

However, with the 2015 passage of 
the Medical Marijuana Regulation 
and Safety Act (MMRSA), the 
future of cannabis in Califor- 
nia began to take shape. After 
voters approved Prop. 64 the 
following year, Jan. 1, 2018 
became the date to be ready 
for. 

Yet for Luse, being able to 
sell adult use is not the end 
game, but the beginning. 

“We look at Jan. 1 as the 
starting line, not the finish 
line,” he says. “There’s still go- 
ing to be a lot of work to do to 
really fine-tune this.” 

One area Luse is especially 


471 Jessie St. SF, CA 
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concerned about is the amount of 
taxes being levied on adult-use sales. 
While California’s tax — 7.25 percent 
— is in line with what other states 
that sell recreational marijuana are 
charging, there is currently no cap on 
the amount of local taxes that can be 
piled on. This means that a gross re- 
ceipts tax can be charged all along the 
supply chain, from cultivation to man- 
ufacturing to distribution to retail. 

For Luse, it all boils down to a ques- 
tion of whether consumers choose the 
regulated market if black market alter- 
natives are substantially cheaper. 

“It definitely concerns me when you 
have an effective tax rate north of 50 
percent,” he says. “I think everybody

who has their ear to the ground knows 
that there’s plenty of unregulated 
marijuana in California and it can be 
pretty cheap these days. With that 

in mind, will we really be able to stay 
competitive?” 

While the weeks and months to 
come will surely bring intense scrutiny 
over where to draw the line on taxes, 
the immediate focus is one of celebra- 
tion. Berkeley Patients Group plans to 
open at 6 a.m. on Jan. 1 — the earliest 
it can legally sell adult-use cannabis — 
and Berkeley Mayor Jesse Arreguin is 
expected to mark the occasion with a 
ribbon-cutting ceremony. 

As for who exactly will be queuing 
up to be one of the 
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first to buy recreational cannabis, Luse 
points to the customers he saw enter 
his Nevada dispensaries when the 
Silver State went legal in November 
2016. 

“T was there on the first day of 
sales in Las Vegas,” he recalls, “and the 
amount of people who were there who 
still wanted to ask about what’s going 
to work for their back pain or what’s 
going to help them with insomnia was 
tremendous. They were still really us- 
ing it for medical purposes, but under 
the label of a ‘recreational’ consumer, 
just because that was the first system 
that really felt legal and safe for them.” 

Whoever ultimately attends Berke- 
ley Patients Group’s inaugural day of 
recreational sales in California can 
expect a party. 

“We're still putting all of the pieces 
together,” Luse says, “but it’s definitely 
going to be a big celebration. We’re go- 
ing to really try to make it a nice event. 
Mayor Arreguin will say a few words, 
and I'll probably say a few words, just 
to mark the historic moment and kick 
it off. Then we'll get down to business.”

Cannabis |s about to be legal (and heav- 
ily regulated). To deal with the myriad is- 
sues related to legalized marijuana, 
California has charged some existing regu- 
latory bodies — the Department of Food 
and Agriculture (for cultivators), the De- 
partment of Public Health (for manufactur- 
ers) and the Department of Consumer 
Affair's Bureau of Cannabis Control (for re- 
tailers, distributors and testers) — with 
developing regulations to implement the 
new cannabis laws. The Departments of 
Agriculture and Public Health have long 
been established; the Bureau of Cannabis 
Control (BCC) is a new division within the 
Department of Consumer Affairs. 

The new regulation set forth by the BCC 
are designed to regulate cannabis business 
operations. Some of the regulations are de- 
signed to identify and restrict any criminal 
enterprises from engaging in cannabis 
sales. For example, Title 16 of the California 
Code of Regulations (when laws are 
passed, the agencies are tasked with draft- 
ing regulations for their implementation, 
which are published in the CCR) Section 
5002 requires those who want to sell can- 


nabis to obtain a license and renew it annu- 


ally and, in doing so, to identify not only 
who will own and operate the business but 
also who the investors are and where the 
funds for the operation come from, as well 
as where the funds for the enterprise are 
kept, such as bank accounts. 

An applicant for a license must disclose 
whether they have an interest in any other 
cannabis operations, as well as any prior 
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criminal convictions, a detailed description 
of the offenses leading to convictions, dates 
of incarceration, probation, parole and other 
criminal history. According to the regula- 
tions, a prior conviction, in which the sen- 
tence, including any term of probation, 
incarceration or supervised release, Is com- 
pleted for possession of, possession for 
sale, sale, manufacture, transportation or 
cultivation of a controlled substance shall 
not be the sole ground for denial of a li- 
cense. Conviction for any controlled sub- 
stance felony after licensure shall be 
grounds for revocation of a license or denial 
of the renewal of a license. 

When considering prior criminal offense, 
the BCC will consider the nature of the of- 
fense, including the nature and severity of

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the offense, whether the offense would be 
a felony under current law at the time of the 
application (many drug crimes that were 
felonies at the time of their occurrence have 
now been decriminalized), the applicant's 
criminal record, the time since the offense 
occurred and any evidence of rehabilitation 
in determining whether a permit should be 
issued. 


The regulations state that a criminal con- 


viction of any person holding a license to 
sell marijuana, which occurs after the li- 
cense has been issued, must notify the BCC 
within 48 hours of such a conviction and the 
conviction may be the basis of revocation of 
the license or refusal to reissue the license. 
Regulations prohibit any individual hold- 
ing office in any state agency that regulates 
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marijuana, as well as any persons em- 
ployed by the state's Department of Jus- 
tice or any district attorney's office, city 
attorney's office, sheriff's office or local 
police department, from holding a license 
to sell marijuana. 

If you or any of your partners work in 
such a Capacity, you cannot be owners of 
the business. 

You should also be aware that a land- 
lord may refuse to rent to you, and an ap- 
plicant must demonstrate that a landlord 
has provided written approval for their 
premises to be used as a marijuana busi- 
ness. 

If you decide to go forward with your 
plan, you will need to provide evidence of 
$2 million in liability insurance and post a 
$5,000 bond to ensure payment of the 

cost incurred for the destruction of cannabis 
goods necessitated by any violation of the 
regulations. 

Be aware that cannabis, like alcohol, 
may be sold only to people ages 21 or over. 
However, unlike alcohol, cannabis may be 
sold to an individual 18 or older who has a 
valid physician recommendation. 

Lastly, while a retailer may sell noncan- 
nabis products in their shop, cannabis not 
be sold where alcohol, alcohol products, to- 
bacco and tobacco products are sold.

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A Return to the Ballot

San Franciscans had an elec- 
tion-free autumn this year — a some- 
what welcome break from local 
responsibility, as the nation continues to 
reel from the results of November 2016. 
And aside from some inevitable ballot 
proposals and a District 8 supervisor 
election with only two candidates, June 
2018's local election was expected to be 
relatively chill. But with Mayor Ed Lee’s 
sudden passing, the role of chief execu- 
tive is open, albeit with a tight deadline: 
Candidates have only until Jan. 9 to file 
for the position. 

The mayoral race will no doubt 
keep the city’s residents and media en- 
thralled as the contest unfolds. Throw 
in several particularly feisty ballot 
measures that have begun gathering 
signatures, and what’s become a seri- 
ous Castro rivalry between two super- 
visorial candidates, and suddenly June 
might not be so boring after all. 

With five days left to file for may- 
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or and the Feb. 3 signature deadline 
looming for ballot measures, our hilly 
city is officially in election season. 
Here’s a quick guide to some of what’s 
coming. 


MAYOR 


This election wasn’t supposed to 
happen. Ed Lee’s mayoral term runs 
through January 2020, but a special 
election will be held on June 5, and 
candidates have been coming out of 
the woodwork. 

Leading the pack is Mark Leno, who 
had already announced his intention to 
run in 2019. He was the first to file for 
the June election, too, and he’s raised 
nearly half a million dollars already. 
Leno has a long history in politics, 
holding positions such as District 8 su- 
pervisor, assemblymember, and state 
senator. 

His campaign is built around sup- 
port for the marginalized: “At this time 
of great change, we must preserve a 
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fair living standard for San Francisco's 
middle and working classes while pro- 
tecting social and economic justice,” 
Leno says on his website. He pledges 
to fight for “regular San Franciscans — 
the immigrants, tenants, homeowners, 
and small businesses.” If elected, he 
will be the city’s first openly gay mayor. 
Currently, the other candidate of 
note is Sup. Jane Kim. As one of the 
progressives on the Board of Super- 
visors, Kim offers a stark contrast to 
Sup. London Breed — should the latter 
decide to run. Although she’s got less 
political experience than Leno, as a 
current supervisor and candidate for 
the state Senate in 2016, Kim arguably 
has more contemporary name recogni- 
tion. A former attorney at the Lawyers 
Committee for Civil Rights and a for- 
mer organizer at the Chinatown Com- 
munity Development Center, she also 
has sway in the city’s sizeable Asian 
population. Prior to becoming supervi- 
sor, Kim served as president of the San 
Francisco Board of Education. 


As of publication, other candidates 
who are rumored to have pulled pa- 
pers for the run include Acting Mayor 
Breed, City Attorney Dennis Herrera, 
and Assemblymember David Chiu. 


DISTRICT 8 SUPERVISOR 


This is another special election, with 
incumbent Jeff Sheehy in the running 
after Mayor Ed Lee appointed him to 
the position after Scott Wiener became 
a state senator. Sheehy, the first openly 
HIV-positive supervisor in city history, 
has been rolling out legislation like 
crazy over the past few months. In 

less than a year, he’s introduced plans 
to make any antibiotic use in meat 
transparent for consumers, regulate 
marijuana dispensaries, and — most 
controversially — further criminalize 
homeless people by having the De- 
partment of Public Works crack down 
on bicycle chop shops. While his work 
may not always be well-received on the 
board, he has proven he can get things 
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done. 

Sheehy’s main opponent in June 
is Rafael Mandelman, whose politics 
are considered more progressive. An 
urban-development attorney, Mandel- 
man’s campaign focuses on building 
affordable housing, finding homes for 
people experiencing homelessness, 
supporting public schools, and saving 
small businesses. 


NO EVICTION WITHOUT 
REPRESENTATION INITIATIVE 


You know how anyone accused of 

a crime has a right to an attorney? 
This is like that, but for people facing 
eviction. Proposed by former District 
5 supervisor candidate and Tenants 
Together lawyer Dean Preston, this 
is pretty much a no-brainer. The city 
would fully fund legal representation 
for anyone who receives an eviction 
notice, regardless of their age, income 
level, or type of housing.

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That might seem expensive, but 
with 12 percent of the city’s 7,000 
homeless people saying they ended 
up on the streets due to eviction, this 
may actually save the city money in the 
long term. 

The only people expected to oppose 
to this measure are — surprise! — 
landlords. As fewer than 20 percent of 
tenants facing eviction secure a lawyer, 
the power has always been in the land- 
lords’ hands, and this would change 
that. Whole courts would have to be 
developed to manage these disputes. 

But let’s face it, it’s pretty backward 
that you can shoplift a lipstick from 
CVS and get an attorney, but if you've 
lived in a building for 20 years and are 
served an eviction for paying rent a day 
late a few times, you're on your own.

MUNI DEPARTMENT SPLIT 


Supes. Aaron Peskin and Ahsha Safai 
are behind this measure, which would 
split the San Francisco Municipal 
Transportation Agency into two sep- 
arate agencies. One side would handle 
Muni, and the other would oversee San 
Francisco’s parking and streets. Added 
on would be the ability for supervisors 
to appoint the Board of Directors, a 
right that the mayor currently holds. 

SFMTA Director of Transportation 
Ed Reiskin calls this a “big step back- 
ward,” referencing the 1990s when 
Muni was governed by the Public 
Transportation Commission, and the 
Department of Parking and Traffic was 
managed separately. Passing this will be 
a tough battle; a similar proposal, Prop. 
Lin 2016, failed. 


YIMBY AUTOMATIC CITY 
HOUSING APPROVAL 


The YIMBY — Yes in My Backyard 

— party launched its own ballot 
measure this year, cheerfully titled 

the “Affordable and Teacher Housing 
Now Initiative.” The plan is a charter 
amendment, which would change the 
city’s housing approval process for any 
development that adheres to zoning 
laws and contains at least two-thirds 
affordable, low-, or moderate-income 
households, or projects owned and 
operated by the San Francisco Unified 
School District specifically for their 
employees. 

In a city where years elapse be- 
tween purchasing a lot and breaking 
ground, this would speed up con- 
struction of housing, but with a few 
important caveats: Projects would im- 
mediately be approved without review 
by the Planning Commission, Board of 
Appeals, Board of Supervisors, or Arts 
Commission, and they would not re- 
quire an environmental impact study. 
This means that neighbors who oppose 
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the design, height, or number of park- 
ing spots in a new building would have 
no say, and with “moderate-income” 
housing slipped in there, that takes a 
hefty amount of power away from the 
Planning Commission, granting it all 
to developers. More information is at 
prop.yimbyaction.org. 


FLAVORED TOBACCO REPEAL 


Sup. Malia Cohen spearheaded a ban 
on flavored tobacco products earlier 
this year, citing statistics that 80 
percent of Black smokers consume 
menthol cigarettes. Flavored tobacco, 
she argues, hooks users at a young 
age, and marketing targets commu- 
nities of color. The ban passed the 
Board of Supervisors, but Big Tobacco 
is fighting back. The “Let’s Be Real 
San Francisco” campaign has already 
garnered 20,000 signatures to qualify 
for the ballot, and as of July 31, the 
committee to overturn the ban had 
collected $600,000 in cash contri- 
butions — more than Mark Leno’s 
mayoral campaign. Get ready for those 
billboards, because — as we’ve seen 
with Big Soda — corporations tend to 
go all out during election season. 
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SUPERVISOR TERM LIMITS 


Fun fact: When city supervisors are 
termed out after eight years, they’re 
allowed to run again after another 

four. Sup. Aaron Peskin used this to his 
advantage when he was re-elected to 

his former position in November 2015, 
and now a term-limit ballot measure 

has been proposed to eliminate others 
from following his lead. This is not a new 
idea — it’s been floated before — but it 
comes at a timely moment, when former 
supervisors Bevan Dufty, John Avalos, 
and Michela Alioto-Pier may be consider- 
ing a return to the board. 


SAN FRANCISCO ARTS AND FAMILY 
FUNDING 


A revival of 2016's failed Proposition 

S, this ballot measure would retain 

part of the city’s hotel tax to fund the 
arts — particularly the Cultural Equity 
Endowment, granted to artists and 
organizations that cater to underserved 
populations. The measure would come 
with a new neighborhood arts program, 
cultural districts stabilization fund, and 
an ending family homelessness fund that 
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would grant $50 million over four years 
to assist homeless families. 

Passage seems likely: Prop. S got 64 
percent of the public’s vote, failing under 
an old rule that mandates funding initia- 
tives receive a two-thirds majority. Reor- 
ganized, this new plan would need only a 
simple majority to be approved. 


RELOCATION OF PROFESSIONAL 
SPORTS TEAMS INITIATIVE 


When news broke that the Golden State 
Warriors would be abandoning the 
51-year-old Oracle Arena and moving to 
a new space in San Francisco, many East 
Bay residents mourned the loss of their 
home basketball team — and San Fran- 
ciscans bemoaned the inevitable traffic 
gridlock that will be Mission Bay. Now, 
community group The Good Neighbor 
Coalition gathered 14,766 votes for a 
ballot measure that seeks to make sure 
such things don’t happen again. Com- 
mitted to promoting “greater respect 
for communities and loyal fans by pro- 
fessional sports team owners and local 
governments, this measure would give 
San Franciscans a voice for future relo- 
cation of professional sports teams. More 
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information can be found at goodneighbor- 
coalition.org. 


SFPD AND TASERS 


Last but not least is this controversial 
measure, which would bring the San 
Francisco Police Department’s desire for 
Tasers to the voters. Police believe Tasers 
provide officers with a weapon less lethal 
than a gun, one that if used correctly can 
reduce injury and death. But opponents 
argue that Tasers are often deadly and 
give police one more serious weapon in 
their arsenal, which are disproportion- 
ately used against minorities, the home- 
less, and the mentally ill. The Police Com- 
mission has already approved Tasers, but 
this ballot measure appears to target the 
Board of Supervisors, who would have 

to approve $8 million to outfit San Fran- 
cisco’s police force with the weapons. 
With the voter's backing, this would be 
an easier bill to sell — but it’s touch and 
go as to whether the city’s residents will 
approve such a plan.

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The Future ls Female

The 2016 election was a defining 


moment we'll likely mull over for years 
before we can determine what lasting 
changes it brought — and who it awak- 
ened politically for generations to come. 
Despite the jokes that Donald 
Trump is the 45th and final president 


of the United States, his time will come 


to an end. While some people despair 
about his rise to power, others have 
gotten to work, and there are clear 
signs for another political reckoning: 
women emerging to lead us out of this 
chaos. 

EMILY’s List, a political action 
committee that financially supports 
pro-choice female candidates, report- 
ed that more than 22,000 women — 
from all 50 states and about half being 
under 45 years old — have reached 
out to them since the 2016 election. 
By contrast, the group sponsored 
about 900 women during the 2015-16 
election cycle. 

Emerge California, another orga- 
nization dedicated to helping women 
run for office, has seen an 87 percent 
increase in applicants, according to 
Executive Director Maimuna Syed. 
The demand was so great that Emerge 
opened a Central Valley-specific pro- 
gram, causing a record-breaking train- 
ing class of 73 women. 

The Center for American Women 
and Politics (CAWP) at Rutgers Uni- 
versity reflects this national bump, 
finding at least 45 viable female can- 
didates for the U.S. Senate and 382 
for the House — and the number of 
Democrats far outweighs Republicans. 
In 2016, the U.S. Senate only had 40 
female candidates and the U.S. House 
had 272. 

With filing deadlines approaching 
in January, those numbers could in- 
crease. 

“T have been waiting for this mo- 
ment for a very, very long time,” Syed 
says. ‘I think what really shows is that 
women are frustrated where we are.” 

As of December, data compiled by 
the Inter-Parliamentary Union ranks 
the U.S. — which has touted Western 
values as a mandate to infiltrate the 
internal political affairs of many oth- 
er nations — as no. 101 out of 193 
countries with the most women in 
its elected governing bodies. Rwanda 
ranks first. 

Women comprise half of the popu- 
lation but make up only 21 percent of 
the Senate, 19.3 percent of the House, 
24.9 percent of state legislatures, and 
23.7 percent of statewide executive 
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offices, according to CAWP. 

But in a Republican-controlled 
nation, attention has shifted to elect- 
ed officials we might actually have a 
chance of bumping into at the post 
office. 

“There’s more meaningful impact 
in what happens in local offices,” Syed 
says. ‘Having women at the table cre- 
ates a more representative dialogue.” 

While San Francisco’s mayor and 
Board of Supervisors election filing 
deadline isn’t until Jan. 9, the potential 
candidate list has at least 18 women 
running for local office. Some Emerge 
alumni are listed, such as former San 
Francisco Democratic County Central 
Committee member and Bayview native 
Leah Pimentel for Board of Education, 
Recreation and Park Commissioner Kat 
Anderson, and former Gov. Jerry Brown 
staffer Schuyler Hudak for District 2 
supervisor. 


Other women running include 
former Sup. Angela Alioto for mayor, Sup. 
Mark Farrell aide Kanishka Karunaratne 
for BART Board, YIMBY Party leader 
Sonja Trauss for District 6 supervisor, and 
City College Board of Trustees President 
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Thea Selby for reelection. 

The Board of Education, which has 
launched the political careers of many 
supervisors, has the most women run- 
ning for positions. Two of them are run- 
ning for the first time — Alida Fisher, 
who is a class of 2018 Emerge trainee, 
and Sarah Thompson-Peer, who recently 
received training by EMILY’s List. 

Thompson-Peer, who has a pre- 
schooler, has been concerned with the 
subtle racism of school choice and how 
our metrics for student success does a 
disservice to our public school system. 
Though it’s a crowded race, she has 
much respect for fellow candidates like 
transgender activist Mia “Tu Mutch” Sa- 
tya, and feels that having more diverse 
and progressive people run will skew 
the board in their favor. 

“Something is broken in politics,” 
she says. “Now is as good a time as any 
to try and see what I could do about it.” 

The biggest benefit of the training, 
she says, was being in a room with a 
crowd of women trying to change the 
status quo. Not everyone will become a 
candidate, but the rest may offer their 
skills or join the campaign in some way 
to help along the way. 
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“It’s a very nerve-wracking process,. 
Thompson-Peer says “[There’s] a lot to 
keep track of and hurdles that makes it 
hard for people who would be amazing 
in office.” 

Money tends to be one of the big- 
gest barriers for women running, as 
well as access to a good campaign staff. 
Ultimately, Syed says, sexism is at the 
core of the meager number of women in 
politics and interferes with the job once 
they actually earn that seat — some- 
thing voters are starting to see amid the 
allegations of sexual harassment in the 
California Legislature. 

Emerge touts women as great lead- 
ers with a natural knack to collaborate, 
compromise, and keep their promises. 
It even called for each elected official 
who steps down for sexual misconduct 
to be replaced by a woman, in an effort 
to change the gender dynamics. 

Having a qualified female candidate 
run for the most powerful position in 
the world only to lose prompted worry 
that Hillary Clinton’s failure would 
discourage other women from seeking 
elected office. These women who seek 
training had been taking action, talking 
to neighbors, and pushing local officials 
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— but the presidential election has 
prompted an almost uniform response 
to make important decisions them- 
selves rather than relying on others. 

“T’ve never experienced anything as 
intersectional in the volume that we’re 
seeing it now,’ Syed says. “Women were 
just so angry.” 

At the Emerge training, one speaker 
pointed out one other way to look at 
2017: The year started with a global 
Women’s March in direct response to a 
self-confessed sexual assaulter entering 
the White House, and it’s ending with 
powerful men facing consequences for 
their sexual misdeeds. Plus, those in 
elected office — Democrat and Repub- 
lican alike — are facing scrutiny and 
staving off challengers as 2018 elec- 
tions heat up. 

“I wish every woman in the state 
could have seen what happened at our 
class this weekend,” Syed says. “I didn’t 
just leave feeling hopeful for the future, 
I left knowing that the future is going 
to be better.”

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Sister District ls Doing It For ltselt 


With Democrats representing nearly the entire Bay Area at the state and federal levels, one nonprofit channels surplus enthusiasm to elect 


progressives elsewhere.

“The number of volunteers who 
have my cell phone number is probably 
too high,” says Lala Wu, director of en- 
gagement and partnerships for the Sister 
District Project, although it’s highly 
doubtful she'll be changing her number 
anytime soon. “We do alittle bit of a 
matchmaking process. We know our or- 
ganizers and volunteers very well.” 

Wu, along with four other Bay Area 
women, most of them attorneys, quit 
her corporate job in 2016 to devote 
herself full time to the task of electing 
progressives around the country (and 
giving out her number to likeminded 
people hungry for change). Distressed 
by the plummeting ranks of Demo- 
cratic state officeholders around the 
country since the party’s peak strength 
after the 2008 election, they wanted 
to capitalize on an imbalance between 
the number of left-leaning voters in 
the Bay Area and the dearth of them 
elsewhere. The Sister District Project 
was born. 

“Sister District really helps to fill 
the gap when it comes to ‘Well, I live 
in San Francisco, and I want to help,” 
Wu says. 

While 2016 was, of course, grim, 
2017 was better — and not just for 
the psychological impact of winning 
consequential races in a handful of 
states. The Project concentrated its 
efforts on 13 districts in Virginia’s 
House of Delegates, where seasoned 
veterans thought flipping somewhere 
between five and eight GOP-held seats 
was within the realm of possibility 
in a chamber the Republicans held 
by a daunting 66-34 margin. No one 
foresaw a turn of events in which the 
Democrats picked up 15 seats outright. 
As recounts pushed into late Decem- 
ber, the 16th seat resulted in a perfect 
tie, requiring a livestreamed drawing 
of lots to determine control of the 
chamber. 

Definitively speaking, every little 
bit helped. 

“We raised 16 percent of Cher- 
yl Turpin of Virginia Beach’s total 
cash contributions,” Wu says of 
one low-profile candidate. “It was 
$38,000. That’s not a ton of money, 
but it was 16 percent of her total. We 
made 19,000 phone calls for her and 
knocked on 3,000 doors — and she 
won her race by 394 points.” 

This is proof of the underlying 
logic of former Democratic National 
Committee chairman Howard Dean’s 
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Candidate 
Cheryl Turpin 


“50-State Strategy,’ which is to leave 
no seats uncontested. But it’s also a 
testament to what the Sister District 
Project does, which is focus on a com- 
paratively large number of races and 
hammer at them through fundraising, 
phone and text banking, postcard 
mailing, and even neighborhood can- 
vassing. Some 10 dedicated Northern 
Californians physically traveled to Vir- 
ginia to knock on doors, coordinating 
with a Sister District chapter in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

The group focuses on state-level 
races for three reasons. First, they’re 
smaller and cheaper to compete in, so 
an infusion of donations and volun- 
teers can have a measurable impact on 
the results. Second, state legislatures 
are where talent is nurtured, so for 
purple-to-red states to generate quali- 
fied, seasoned candidates for higher of- 
fices, they'll first have to deepen their 
benches at the state level. Third, gerry- 
mandering happens state legislatures. 
So if a state like Virginia flips from red 
to blue in time for the 2020 census 
reapportionment, it can then redraw 
its congressional districts more in line 
with the state’s overall demographics, 
instead of “packing and cracking” Dem-

ocrats into dubiously shaped districts 
for the sake of artificially perpetuating 
Republican control. (In an ideal world, 
every state would turn district maps 
over to a nonpartisan citizen commis- 
sion, as California does.) 

We don’t live in an ideal world, 
though, and the hard part about 
getting there is getting people to 
care about a midlevel governmental 
body on another coast. Caroline Nas- 
sif, manager of Sister District’s San 
Francisco group, notes that “we have 
the nerdiest volunteer base in the re- 
sistance,’ but getting people fired up 
about something geographically dis- 
tant and a little abstract is a significant 
obstacle. 

It’s far from insurmountable, 
though. Bringing what Wu calls “out- 
of-state capacity” involves basic stuff 
like setting up phone banks — which 
can be notoriously discouraging to 
novices or sensitive personality types. 
So Sister District worked with veteran 
Bay Area activists from Democracy 
in Action to do plenty of that. There 
are also text banks, which provide the 
campaigns with more thorough infor- 
mation than phone calls tend to yield. 
And people threw house parties with 


Virginia-themed cocktails and “ger- 
rymandered cookies,” creating a “par- 
ty-in-a-kit” Google doc with helpful 
pointers like, “Always make sure guests 
have a drink in their hands when you 
solicit donations.” 

“It turns out San Francisco has a 
lot of money, and they like to party,” 
Nassif says. “Our average donation was 
$48 per person, but that translated 
to 20 percent of Lee Carter’s budget 
and 4 percent of Elizabeth Guzman’s 
budget. She was the second-biggest 
fundraising machine in the Virginia 
races, so even to produce 4 percent was 
quite a feat.” 

Carter is the candidate who was 
also a member of the Democratic 
Socialists of America. Written off as a 
long shot, he refused corporate mon- 
ey and still won by more than nine 
points. When she heard the results, 
Nassif says she was so happy that 
she “screamed for 10 minutes,” dou- 
ble-checking to make sure the returns 
hadn’t come in wrong. 

“To say this is grassroots is almost 
an understatement,’ Nassif says. “We 
were seedlings. We weren't even roots 
yet.” 

The Project evaluates candidates 
based on several criteria, chiefly 
whether or not that chamber of a state 
legislature is seen as flippable to the 
Democrats, it’s in danger of flipping to 
the Republicans, or if — in the case of 
very conservative states — it would be 
possible to chip away at a Republican 
supermajority. 

“We're on the coordinating side, 
and we're going to try as hard as we 
can to stay that way,’ Wu says. “We 
started out thinking that way because 
we want to help, but it’s building a lot 
of trust with our volunteers: This is 
the campaign that we vetted, and this 
is the candidate that wanted our help, 
and this is what they wanted our help 
with.” 

Sister District works with existing 
groups so as not to duplicate efforts — 
and also because it’s important not to 
be perceived as interlopers swooping 
in. Not every winnable race calls out 
for hundreds of people from the con- 
servative dystopia that is San Francis- 
co to stick their noses in. 

“We had a candidate in Dela- 
ware,’ Wu recalls, “who said, “There’s 
kind of an accent here, let’s not do 
phone-banking, and we said, ‘No prob- 
lem,” 

Consequently, more established 
wings of the Democratic Party appa- 
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ratus have taken note, including the 
DNC and the Democratic Legislative 
Campaign Committee (DLCC). For 
2018, the Sister District Project is 
looking at a total pool of about 6,000 
candidates nationwide, beginning with 
a special election in a Florida House 
district centered on Sarasota. 

“It’s a Trump district by four 
points,’ Wu says. “We think the candi- 
date is a good match, a woman who’s 
an attorney with strong ties to the 
community. She won her primary with 
72 percent, and we’re super excited to 
be working with her.” 

That race is on Feb. 13. The so- 
called Blue Wave seems to be gathering 
strength, and activists would be wise 
to harness the power of the tide as 
much as possible. But there’s another, 
scarier impetus to being what Wu calls 
“the light money to the dark money.” 

Republican strength, in terms of 
the number of state legislatures the 
party controls, is at historic highs. 

The GOP controls 26 states outright, 
while the Democrats control only six, 
and the remaining eighteen states are 
split. It takes only 34 states to call 

for a new constitutional convention, 
something many activists — Nassif 
included — believe to be the real goal 
of politically involved billionaires like 
the Koch brothers. Such a move could 
permanently reconfigure the United 
States as an oligarchy, something we’re 
perilously close to already. 

At the same time, she says, she 
got involved because she was “tired of 
losing.” 

“If we are San Franciscans who care 
about voter disenfranchisement, if we 
care about LGBT issues, and we care 
about Black people and Latino people, 
then the state level is where it’s at,” 
Nassif says, adding that the Sister 
District Project “would much rather 
support a first-time political candi- 
date, somebody like Lee Carter. He’s 
30 years old, he’s in school, he’s a vet, 
he’s not rich. Before we interviewed 
him, his 5-year-old daughter threw up. 
We know this person! He could be our 
friend.” 

“It’s much more about how we do 
build long-lasting wins and rebuild our 
party,” she says, “so it’s not wealthy 
people who’ve been in politics forever.”

Whether used in art circles or 
elsewhere, the label “ahead of one’s 
time” is fraught with hype and misuse. 
Leonardo da Vinci? Sure. Way ahead for 
his detailed ideas about inventions that 
would arrive generations later. Ronald 
Reagan? No. Not ahead, no matter what 
advocates say about the late president’s 
ideas on social conservatism. 

Then there’s the case of Oskar Fisch- 
inger, the German-born filmmaker 
whose abstract movies from the 1920s 
were so far ahead of their time that 
Fischinger had to invent the equipment 
to make them. While Bruce Conner is 
considered the progenitor of the music 
video because of his works from the 
50s and ’60s, Fischinger twinned music 
and film in the 1920s — 30 years be- 
fore Conner. That was the same decade 
that Fischinger filmed his 300-mile 
walk from Munich to Berlin — a quix- 
otic montage of people and scenes that 
was one of the world’s first filmed trav- 
elogues. It was also the same decade in 
which Fischinger made Raumlichtkunst, 
a virtuosic spectacle of colorful, ab- 
stract scenes and movements — full of 
arrows, splatters, swirls, orbits, explo- 
sions, labyrinths, you name it — that 
Fischinger originally screened with up- 
ward of five film projectors. There was 
nothing like it. There still isn’t. 

That’s why the West Coast debut 
of Raumlichtkunst, at Weinstein Gal- 
lery’s Clementina Street space, is such 
a big deal, even though it comes nine 
decades after the film’s original release. 
The exhibit is a chance to experience 
Fischinger’s creation in a restored 
iteration, as a high-definition triptych 
of side-by-side-by-side projections ac- 
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companied by otherworldly music from 
composers Fischinger would have ap- 
proved of: Lou Harrison, Edgar Varése, 
and John Cage, whom Fischinger hired 
in the 1940s and highly influenced. 

On the internet, you can see free 
snippets — both authorized and unau- 
thorized — of Raumlichtkunst, which 
means “space light art.” And on June 
22 of this year, Google made its Doodle 
an interactive tribute to Fischinger 
— giving everyone a chance to make 
their own Fischinger-like creation of 
sound and scene. But the best way to 
experience Raumlichtkunst is in person, 
in a darkened gallery space where the 
movie's three projections are randomly 
looped, and the accompanying music is 
unsynchronized, so that each collective 
widescreen “scene” is a new experience 
in sensory abstraction. To Fischinger’s 
devotees, seeing his work on a laptop 
or phone is a kind of sin or sacrilege — 
like saying you know the Grand Canyon 
because you've seen photos in a book. 

“They feel like they’ve seen it if 
they've seen it online, but if you’ve 
seen it just on your little laptop, you 
have not,” says Cindy Keefer, director 
of the Center for Visual Music, the Los 
Angeles nonprofit that orchestrated 
Raumlichtkunst’s high-definition ver- 
sion, as she attended a recent press 
preview at Weinstein Gallery - SOMA. 
“How do you see an immersive, histor- 
ical work online? You can’t. We started 
with Fischinger’s original nitrates. 

We spent tens of thousands of dollars 
restoring and digitizing, and adding 
the digital color, and creating this. We 
don’t want it seen as ‘smush’ — as vid- 
eo mush.” 

Fischinger made Raumlicht- 
kunst around 1926. In the past four 


years, its restored version has screened 
at New York’s Whitney Museum, Lon- 
don’s Tate Modern, Paris’ Palais de 
Tokyo, and other venues. Fischinger, 
who died in 1967, has fans around the 
world. They consider him a kind of 
film prophet — a figure as important 
as, say, Auguste and Louis Lumiere, 
Charlie Chaplin, or Francis Ford Coppo- 
la. Raumlichtkunst can be considered as 
Fischinger’s Apocalypse Now, an unfor- 
gettable work whose scope, rawness, 
and drama the director could never 
really duplicate. 

Fischinger’s life was full of cine- 
matic ups and downs, and a seismic 
uprooting. In the mid-1930s, he essen- 
tially fled Nazi Germany, which viewed 
works like Raumlichtkunst as “degen- 
erative art” that was unworthy of any- 
thing but scorn. Paramount sponsored 
Fischinger’s 1936 immigration to the 
United States, recognizing his talent 
on Fritz Lang’s 1929 film Woman in 
the Moon, for 
which Fischinger 
did the special 
effects on rockets 
and planets, and 
Fischinger’s inno- 
vative short color 
films, which were 
screened around 
the world. But 
Fischinger had a 
falling-out with 
Paramount after 
the studio refused to let him work in 
color. He later fell out with the Walt 
Disney Co. as well, which had hired 
him to work on the now-iconic 1940 
animation Fantasia. 

Fischinger, whom film scholar 
William Moritz has called “one of the

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greatest artists of the 20th century,” 
designed the 9-minute sequence in 
Fantasia that features Bach’s Toccata 
and Fugue. Like some of the scenes 
in Raumlichtkunst, the Fantasia Bach 
sequence has swirling circles, rays of 
light, and other fantastical shapes 
— but they aren’t really Fischinger’s. 
They're Disney’s, because the studio 
demanded Fischinger produce more 
representational work that audiences 
would easily recognize: more Mickey 
Mouse than Max Ernst. 

“Walt didn’t think audiences could 
handle that much abstraction, so they 
kept putting in trees and clouds and 
things,” Keefer says. 

So a frustrated Fischinger quit, re- 
turning to making more personal films 
and turning to drawing and painting. 
The Weinstein Gallery exhibit has 
examples of Fischinger’s drawings, 
and it’s also screening another film, 
1944’s Radio Dynamics, which Fisch- 
inger made as a 
silent work. Also 
on exhibit area 
publication and 
invitation card to 
herald Fischinger’s 
Jan. 23, 1953 ap- 
pearance at what 
was then called 
the San Francisco 
Museum of Art. 

Museum 
members paid 75 
cents (and non-members $1) to hear 
Fischinger present a series of his films 
and to play a “Lumigraph,” his inven- 
tion that would light up a screen if you 
played an instrument or did anything 
with your hand. For whatever reason, 
Fischinger didn’t screen Raumlicht- 
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kunst at his 1953 event. 

“He wrote this manifesto,” Keefer 
says, that said, ‘Someday, there will 
be audiences that will truly appreciate 
this kind of abstract film. It may not be 
here yet. In the future, there will be.’ ” 

Raumlichtkunst’s 2017 debut in San 
Francisco stems from gallery owner 
Rowland Weinstein’s commitment to 
abstract and surrealist art. The gallery 
is celebrating its 25th year, and he 
wanted to showcase the work of an art- 
ist who emerged from the hellish shad- 
ows of World War I and Nazi Germany 
to show that “even in dark times” the 
“human spirit” can produce exhilarat- 
ing work and inspire others. 

So Raumlichtkunst’s San Francisco 
debut is partly a show of defiance at a 
time when conservatism — the kind 
Ronald Reagan enabled with White 
House policies that Donald Trump 
inherited — is politically ascendant in 
Washington, D.C. Raumlichtkunst’s San 
Francisco debut is also an antidote to 
conventionality. 

“It was beyond my ability to fully 
comprehend it,” Weinstein tells SF 
Weekly of seeing his first screening of 
Raumlichtkunst just before the exhibit 
opened on Dec. 16. “You are enveloped 
by it. ... Every moment you see will 
never happen again. The combination 
of sound and music and picture can 
never happen again, so there is an el- 
ement of random chance. Whatever 
experience you get will be a different 
experience from someone who walks in 
after you.” 

It’s true. Which is why art-goers 
are making repeat visits to Wein- 
stein’s gallery. They’re catching up to 
Fischinger’s work while they can. Bet- 
ter late than never.

KNOW YOUR STREET ART 


Great Sky Mural 
With Butterflies 


Every day, the Highway 101 off- 
ramp that leads to Octavia and Market 
streets carries thousands of cars past Pe- 
ter Collins and Gary William Graham’s 
giant artwork, which is a version of a 
mural they did at the same location two 
decades ago. The current iteration — 
spread across two parts of a building’s 
outside wall — features skylines of 
clouds and a smattering of flying green 
butterflies. 

There’s nothing artistically radical 
about Great Sky Mural With Butter- 
flies, but its impact is quite impressive. 
Around 100,000 drivers see it every 
day, Collins says, and its fans include 
people stuck in traffic on their way to 
the hospital and tattooed skateboard- 
ers who see it from the skate park 
below. Collins and Graham’s contact 
information is on the mural, so they 
get fans’ calls, texts, and emails at all 
hours of the day and night. 

“T get texts all the time from people 
sitting in traffic who go, ‘Oh, man — 
your mural is so beautiful. It’s really 
what I needed to see, ” Collins tells SF 
Weekly. 

In fact, the mural’s location influ- 
enced Collins and Graham, who knew 
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that most of the people who'd see their 
work would be on the freeway. 

“Traffic is really heavy there and 
gets backed up,’ Collins says, “and we 
thought a lot about bringing relief to 
all the people who get stuck in traffic 
— and it’s such a gray and grim area 
there. We wanted to give people a feel- 
ing of escapism.” 

Collins and Graham’s admirers 
came out in droves last year when the 
new storage company that operates 
the mural’s building painted over the 
previous artwork, which had been up 
since 2011 and was an iteration of one 
that Collins and Graham originally 
put up around 1999. The previous mu- 
rals also featured skylines of beatific 
clouds. But last year, the clouds disap- 
peared, replaced by boring gray paint. 

“They painted it out without talking 
to us or any input from the commu- 
nity,” Collins says. “One woman (who 
complained) would go to UCSF for 
treatment, and the mural was always 
this healing influence on her for chron- 
ic treatment.” 

After the uproar, the company, 
Extra Space Storage, invited Collins 
and Graham to redo the mural, which 
they finished earlier this year. The 
green butterflies are both a nod to the 
company’s green motif and to the rare 
species of butterfly — the Green Hair- 
streak — that is native to San Francis- 
co. The clouds on the mural’s far left 
side are darker than the ones on the 
right, Collins says, since “we wanted to 
have it get a little bit dark and stormy

on the western edge, to add a little 
tension, to make people think a bit. It 
puts people in a thoughtful place. It’s 
not all sunshine and blue skies.” 

The uproar and the love that people 
expressed for the mural restored Col- 
lins’ belief in San Francisco as a city 
of caring people. Gentrification and a 
changing culture had dampened that 
spirit over the years, says Collins, who 
moved to Fairfield in Solano County 
because he could afford a home there.

Graham, who has done public murals 
since the 1970s, is a native San Fran- 
ciscan who now lives in Grass Valley in 
the Sierra Nevada foothills. 

“In the end, it all worked out,” Col- 
lins says. “Everybody really loves it, 
and we were able to make the company 
and the community happy. ... It renews 
my faith in the process of community 
and culture and society. I lived in San 
Francisco in the "70s, and San Francis- 
co has changed a lot. It’s not as much 
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fun as it used to be. There are a lot of 
things I don’t like anymore. I was frus- 
trated with it. And this process — the 
way the mural was reborn — renewed 
my faith in the people of San Francisco 
but also the corporation, Extra Space 
Storage. 

“After they made their mistake, 
they really did step up and do the right 
thing,” he adds. “The community made 
their voice heard. It was a pleasant sur- 
prise.”

Though its current title is certainly 
appropriate, it’s almost a missed op- 
portunity that Sion Sono’s explicit phan- 
tasmagoria Antiporno wasn’t renamed 
Living in Pink Oblivion for domestic 
release. Ky6ko (Ami Tomite) is an artist 
living in an appropriately hyper-styl- 
ized studio apartment who’s abusive 
to everyone around her, especially her 
assistant, Noriko (Mariko Tsutsui), 
whom she humiliates and orders to 
slash her wrists. She also has a film loop 
playing on her wall of what appears 
to be a young girl being raped in the 
woods.

All movies are 
products of the culture that made them, 
and Antiporno presupposes knowledge 
of the Roman Porno subgenre of Japan’s 
“pink film” industry. But even if the 
viewer doesn’t grok all the specifics, 
the virgin-whore dichotomy Kyéko 
wrestles with is a global issue, just as 
the specificity of the very American I, 
Tonya doesn’t keep it from exploring 
universal themes. Besides, Tokyo Tribe 
and Why Don’t You Play in Hell? director 
Sono is too strong a visual stylist to let 
unfamiliarity with the deeper cultural 
meanings prevent any enjoyment of his 
frequently eye-popping audacity.

All the Money in the World 
The filmis rated R. 
Now playing at AMC Van Ness. 
When John Paul Getty ITI (Charlie 
Plummer) was 17 years old and living 
in Rome, Italian kidnappers cut off his 
right ear. Ridley Scott zooms in on the 
boy’s bleeding orifice as he screams 
and writhes on a makeshift operating 
table. Getty’s abductors confined him 
in chains and holding cells in 1973 for 
nearly six months. His grandfather, 
the oil baron and art aficionado J. Paul 
Getty (Christopher Plummer), initially 
wouldn't pay the $17 million ransom. 
All the Money in the World scrutinizes 
the Getty patriarch’s avarice with a 
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cold-eyed clarity. But the younger Get- 
ty’s later drug addiction, paralysis, and 
death at the age of 54 are left off-screen. 
The traumatic after-effects of his kid- 
napping go unexplored. Instead, Scott 
focuses on Getty’s anguished mother, 
Gail (Michelle Williams), as she jousts 
with the press, foul-tempered criminals, 
and her ex-father-in-law’s mind games. 
The director of A Good Year and Roxy 
Music’s sumptuous “Avalon” video 
breathes more life into inanimate objets 
dart than he does with Mark Wahlberg’s 
inexpressive performance. As a former 
CIA agent, his character accomplishes 
nothing to secure Paul’s release — apart 
from fiddling with his era-appropriate 
eyeglasses. The studio producers who 
cast him for his marquee value also 
sacrificed any sense of verisimilitude 
when he’s in the frame. Scott exorcised 
Kevin Spacey from the final cut. The film 
would have been much improved with 
one more digitally enhanced erasure.

Molly’s Game 
The filmis rated R. 
Now playing at AMC Kabukiand 
Century San Francisco Centre. 
Aaron Sorkin (The West Wing) must 
be grateful for having cast Jessica 
Chastain in Molly’s Game. He’s chosen 
his own characteristically verbose 
screenplay for his directorial feature 
film debut. As Molly Bloom, the actress 
slows his monologues down, parsing the 
character’s lines into distinct thoughts 
and emotions before translating them 
into plain spoken words — not as 
overwrought speeches. Sorkin tries to 
uncover Bloom’s remote interior life by 
focusing on Chastain’s exquisite jawline 
and her icy, glittering eyes. The screen- 
writer in him is constantly competing 
with the director, and the writer always 
wins. He trusts language more than the 
images to deliver the message. But even 
when his verbal pyrotechnics threaten 
to bury her in exposition, Chastain 
acts her way through them. Bloom is a 
former Olympic hopeful and a reformed 
runner of high-stakes poker games. Af- 
ter the publication of her memoir, which 
the movie is in part based upon, she’s 
arrested by the FBI for “raking,” aka 
taking illegal pay cuts from the games. 


Set in a milieu she describes as a billion- 
aire’s man-cave — luxe hotel suites with 
ex-Playboy models showering hospital- 
ity — Molly’s Game glamorizes all the 
sleaze. In this courtroom drama-gam- 
bling thriller, there’s only one scene in 
which Chastain isn’t coiffed like a movie 
star. It’s a tableau of violence that finally 
reveals the inherent ugliness of her life 
in the underworld. JE

My dad is the youngest of nine, 
and I have 34 first cousins, most of 
whom have children of their own, and 
we have innumerable second cousins on 
top of that. There’s even an elderly nun 
in there somewhere, which I don’t en- 
tirely understand. When we used to 
have family reunions — before every- 
body got old or reproduced so prodi- 
giously as to have splinter factions of 
their own — it was nametag time. This 
being an Irish-Catholic clan, there are 
lots of Mikes, Johns, Joes, and Marys 
(and, for a long time, three Robertas). 
Sometimes, encountering groups of 
cousins who are all siblings with one an- 
other, you think you have a handle on it 
— and then one more shows up and the 
elaborate memory palace you've con- 
structed goes to hell. 

That’s a little like how I felt trying 
to order a burger at Wahlburgers in 
the Palo Alto. At the first Bay Area 
location of the Wahlberg family’s cu- 
linary endeavor, you confront the re- 
spective members’ faves on a user-un- 
friendly menu that looks like Flavor 
Town were a stop on the Red Line of 
the T. Actor Mark likes a Thanksgiving 
Day sandwich built around a turkey 
burger. Musician Donnie likes the BBA 
Bacon. Mom’s Fave is an open-faced 
sloppy joe. Elsewhere, there are the 
usual creative misspellings (“Dorches- 
tah”), the faux-masculine bravado (two 
five-ounce burgers with pulled pork 
is “The Beast”), and a smattering of 
casual poverty fetishism, with “Amer- 
ican ‘government’ cheese” being the 
first on the list of toppings, because 
even though a few of them are quite 
wealthy now, the Wahlbergs claim 
they ate government cheese when 
they were poor. If you watch their 
A&E reality show, already eight sea- 
sons strong, you probably know most 
of this. 

Although brother Paul Wahlberg 
is an accomplished chef, Wahlburgers 
feels more like a co-branding strategy 
more than anything. It’s basically 
Urkel-Os in restaurant form, with the 
pertinent details changed. That would 
be fine if this were counter service, 
but the unnecessarily enormous Wahl- 
burgers has both a fast-food and a 
sit-down component, like a huge diner 
with a Five Guys in one corner. 

To the point: The burgers simply 
aren't good. In fact, they’re poor. The 
beef on the The Melt (one-third of 
a pound of beef, bacon, caramelized 
onions, and pickles, $10.50) is un- 
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pleasantly rubbery, likely from erratic 
swings in temperature during the 
storage and preparation processes. The 
pickles and the bacon were flat. The 
jalapefios on the BBQ Bacon Burger 
(one-third of a pound of beef, white 
cheddar, bacon, housemade BBQ 
sauce, avocado 

spread, $10.50) 

were heat-free.

Although Wahlburgers opened in 
mid-November, it hasn’t gotten its 
rotating specials up and running yet, 
and the house beer — an unfiltered 
IPA called the “Wahlbrewski” — was 
also limpid.

vodka with creme de cacao, creme de 
banana, and “a touch of strawberry 
syrup’ blended with strawberry ice 
cream, $13) wants to be a working 
schlub’s Brandy Alexander, but my 
dining buddy nailed it: It tasted as ar- 
tificial as the last See’s chocolate, the 
one somebody ate half of and put back 
in the box. The Mud Pie (vanilla vodka 
with coffee liqueur and creme de ca- 
cao, blended with coffee ice cream and 
topped with crumbled Oreo Cookie, 
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$13) was exactly what you want out of 
such things, except that Friday’s uses 
Kahlua and Bailey’s and the crumbled 
cookie was a serious dusting. 

How do I know the Oreo isn’t a Hy- 
drox from the same federal deep-stor- 
age facility where the government 
keeps surplus cheese? Why were they 
playing Bing Crosby in lieu of deep 
cuts off New Kids on the Block’s 1989 
release Merry, Merry Christmas? Why, 
on the punched-metal ceiling screen 
that lists all of Mark Wahlberg’s film 
credits, is the word Wahlburgers right 
next to Saw 2? 

And why, in a restaurant that likes 
to pun on “Wahl-” and which has lots 
of salads, isn’t there a Wahldorf salad 
next to the Cobb, Caesar, and Classic? 
Mom doesn’t seem like the kind of 
person who would eat a Waldorf, to be 
honest. She seems more like the kind 
of maternal figure who gets belligerent 
at her niece’s First Communion.

Restaurant 
Openings of 2017

Quick, what did you have for 
dinner on May 11? [know where [ate, 
because I still have the receipt. (It was at 
Khai, the underrated Vietnamese restau- 
rant on Townsend Street in SoMa.) And 
besides the mystical-seeming deep-water 
seaweed and the Dungeness-cr- 
ab-and-matsutake-mushroom sausage 
that I remember distinctly, I have pics of 
every dish and plenty of notes. I say this 
not to tout my organizational prowess — 
I’m a discombobulated manchild, most of 
the time — but to underscore the weird- 
ness of year-end lists. You could append 
one caveat or a hundred to the thought 
process behind compiling a Top 12 — but 
above all else, of the hundreds of meals I 
ate this year for this gig, most fade, and 
only a few still stand out. 

So rather than focus on any single 
dinner, I’m aiming for a list that I hope 
encapsulates the best and most-rep- 
resentative new experiences that San 
Francisco and, to a lesser extent, Oak- 
land have to offer. ’'ve been burned at 
this very task before, but here goes: in 
no particular order, the 12 best restau- 
rants that opened in 2017,. 


Villon 
Jason Franey’s “geek cooking” belies 
the gorgeous interior of this restored 
Mid-Market hotel, formerly the Renoir. 
From the Everything Hawaiian Bread 
with strawberry chicken liver mousse, 
to “baby back ribs” that actually come 
wrapped in phyllo with fish sauce for 
dipping, it’s clever without sacrificing 
exuberance and love of the craft. And 
Villon is just as good for breakfast as 
it is for dinner. Standout dish: gnudi 
with pecorino.

Robin 
The subject of an Eater profile on the 
full costs of opening a restaurant in San 
Francisco, and the recipient of some 
ire because of his less-than-formal 
relationship with Japan, Adam Torto- 
sa knocked one out of the park with 
Robin, the zenith of omakase dining. A 
meal here might not end until you want 
it to, and the components of the indi- 
vidual dishes might never be found in 
a Tokyo fish market. But this is a par- 
ticular kind of opulence that resonates 
with the spirit of the times. Standout 
dish: Hokkaido scallop with uni.

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China Live 
I was initially a little skeptical, but 
China Live has been winning me over 
on each subsequent visit — especial- 
ly as the xiaolongbao have improved. 
George Chen’s massive Chinese 
Eataly opened this year with dining, 
retail, and tea, then added an upscale 
cocktail lounge called Cold Drinks, 
and later rolled out the tasting menu 
at Eight Tables. China Live isn’t 
capitulating to tourist tastes, and 
any crisis of over-ambition appears 
to have resolved itself. Standout 
dish: China Live’s peanutty Chinese 
half-chicken ($18) and Cold Drinks’ 
Old Fashioned with strained duck fat.

Reem’s 
Owing to its saj, or grill, Reem Assil’s 
Arab bakery in Fruitvale is warm 
in every sense of the word. There, 
mana’eesh, or flatbreads are a pa- 
rade of hits, especially the Pali Cal 
(a $15 sumac-spiced chicken wrap 
that almost has a broth inside it). 
To call it fast-casual is technically 
true, but Reem’s is unique above all 
else. Standout dish: the cumin-heavy 
shakshuka, a Tunisian dish of eggs 
poached in tomato-and-onion sauce 
with goat cheese ($12).

Petit Marlowe 
Like Leo’s Oyster Bar, Anna Wein- 
berg’s Petit Marlowe is haute Pari- 
sian — but grander. (It’s also like 
The Cavalier, another Big Night 
property.) Start with a dozen oys- 
ters at this SoMa bistro and build 
from there, making sure to land on 
smoked duck and deviled eggs. Yes, 
it’s pricey, but are you the person 
who puts a dollar amount on having 
the perfect spot to fall madly in love? 
Standout dish: the peppery, citrusy, 
$18 céte de boeuf tartare with porcini 
mushrooms.

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Shinmai 
When it opened, I wrote that Shinmai 
was Oakland’s best restaurant of 2017 
up to that point, and I stand by it. A 
large izakaya, robata, and ramen spot 
Uptown, its status is all the more 
remarkable since chef Vincent Bryan 
stepped up when the opening chef de- 
parted abruptly. Shinmai does almost 
everything well at a very reasonable 
price point, including standbys like 
chicken karaage. Standout dish: a 
tie between a vegetable ramen with 
amazing mushroom notes and a gin- 
gery, garlicky ribeye with a phenomenal 
softness.

RT Rotisserie 
Let’s start a subcategory of fast-casual 
called “chef-driven fast-casual” and 
put RT Rotisserie at the top of the 
list. The Hayes Valley spinoff of Sarah 
and Evan Rich’s nearby Rich Table, 
RT is all about the chicken, with just 
enough effort expended on secondary 
items — like a house-made Dutch 
crunch — to keep it nimble and wor- 
thy of repeat visits. Hey chefs, more 
like this, please. Standout dish: the 
RT salad with porchetta, a $13 wonder 
with furikake, cotija, radishes, pickled 
onions, cotija, and herbs.

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Uma Casa 
Finally, excellent Portuguese food in 
S.F.! Telmo Faria’s romantic Noe Val- 
ley stunner — it used to be Incanto 
— has a modest name (it means “a 
house”) and a modest way of extract- 
ing perfection from things that seem 
ordinary. Even the little accents are 
notable, like bread with two butters. 
Try the creamy pasteis de bacalhau, or 
salt cod fritters that blow regular crab- 
cakes out of the water. Uma Casa is 
also notable for what it is not: yet an- 
other house of small plates. Standout 
dish: the $28 caldeirada, a seafood 
stew that’s heavy on saffron.

HOT PANTS!!! 
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Dancing Away the Drudgery

Onstage, Nic Offer is an unde- 
niable force of boundless kinetic energy. 
The frontman for the New York-via-Sac- 
ramento group !!! — pronounced “chk chk 
chk” — Offer is a pliable, jointless wonder. 
His limbs dart in every direction as part of 
a never-ceasing dance display. 

A key element of that endlessly en- 
gaging effort is Offer’s trademark short 
shorts, tiny trousers that rest a healthy 
12 inches above his kneecaps. There is 
nothing quite like the sight of Offer gy- 
rating feverishly in hot pants, and his 
fans can thank — or blame — a local 
San Francisco establishment for that 
fixture of his wardrobe. 

“I wore them as kind of a joke for 
the first time at the Rickshaw Stop,” 
says Offer, whose band will play two 
shows at the Chapel this weekend, in- 
cluding a New Year's Eve performance 
on Sunday night. “And about 10 min- 
utes into the show, a couple of girls 
screamed that they liked my shorts, so 
I thought that was cool. And then after 
the gig ended, we found out that some- 
one had broken into our car and had 
stolen our passports and gear and ev- 
erything. That included all my pants for 
the tour, so I was just like, ‘I guess I’m 
wearing these things from now on.” 

Offer’s tropical outfit is only part 
of the reason why loyal fans continue 
to flock to !!! shows. Originally gaining 
notice as part of the punk-funk craze 
that included New York contemporar- 
ies The Rapture and LCD Soundsystem, 
!!! has been an enduring force for the 
past 20 years, continuing to thrive de- 
spite the popular wave cresting on the 
indie-dance movement. 

And while !!! may not garner the 
same notice now as they did during 
their heyday, the group’s brand of 
dance populism is a crucial therapeutic 
exercise for music fans during these 
dark times. Its latest album, Shake the 
Shudder, is a testa- 
ment to the power 
of defiant dance 
music — that if your 
legs keep moving,

!!! may specialize 
in a genre not known 
for its profundity, but 
it would be a huge 
disservice to dismiss 
the group’s output 
as mindless music 
for people looking 
to drop drugs and 


tune out. Offer’s lyrics can be strikingly 


moving, with his songs touching upon 
elements of regret and self-reflection. 

“Our shows are about a connection 
with people, and that is important,” 
says Offer. “There is something pow- 
erful about dance music, and being 
together on a floor and experiencing a 
live show.” 

That collective experience will cer- 
tainly be amplified for the two !!! shows 
at the Chapel this weekend. Offer says 
he always tries to schedule a show for 
New Year’s Eve, and this will be the 
groups first time performing in San 
Francisco on such an occasion. As a 
group with Sacramento roots, the band 
has a close kinship with San Francisco 
— although don’t call them a city band,

as they still have Central Valley pride 
— and Offer calls the Chapel one of his 
favorite places to play in America. 

“We are incredibly excited for this 
show, says Offer. “I think everyone is 
looking forward to putting this year 
behind us. We are looking forward to 
starting the next year on a positive note, 
together with all the people we love.” 

It will be one hell of a party — a place 
where everyone can brush off the cold 
of 2017 with their favorite pair of tiny 
shorts.
